LaCamera Responds to Town Clerk Attacks

The tug of war between Rochester Town Clerk Naida 
Parker and Town Administrator Richard LaCamera es- 
calated to the breaking point this week as Mr. LaCamera 
openly addressed for the first time the three claims that 
Ms. Parker has brought against him — two complaints 
filed with the State Ethics Commission and a letter sent to 
the state Attorney General's office. 

'T really didn't want to say anything publicly about 
the ethics violations brought against me by Town Clerk 
Naida Parker/' Mr. LaCamera said. 'T was doing my best 
not to make the town look bad and not to make the Town 
Clerk look bad. But nobody files three ethics violations 
against the same person in that short period of time." 

'T don't think this is a personal attack," Ms. Parker 
said. 'I've had some concerns about the things he's done 
and I thought they were justified." 

Ms. Parker's ongoing vitriol against Mr. LaCamera 
began last August when the Town Clerk requested the 
use of a Senior Work-Off person to cover her office hours 
on August 22. Mr. LaCamera denied the request and Ms.

Parker sent him a terse memo accusing him of discrimina- 
tion, a copy of which was sent to the Attorney General's 
office. 

"Since I am unaware of any other instance when a re- 
quest for a Senior Work for Abatement applicant to work 
in any office or department has been denied, I must con- 
clude this denial was 'personal' — in which case it would 
appear that the Town Clerk's office is being discriminated 
against," Ms. Parker wrote. "It appears that your secretary 
is away and a Senior Work for Abatement applicant is fill- 
ing in in your office, but the Town Clerk is being denied 
the same coverage." 

But Mr. LaCamera alleges this stems back to Ms. 
Parker's own application for the town's Senior Work-Off 
Abatement Program — an application that was denied

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due to insufficient information and age eligibility. 

'The Town Clerk used to be responsible for manag- 
ing the Senior Work-Off Program/' Mr. LaCamera said. 
"But the Board of Assessors was complaining they didn't 
have the proper documentation for the program. This is 
all required by state statute and the town by-laws. When 
I took it over, she submitted an application (for herself) 
and asked me to approve it. But she didn't provide the 
financial information and wasn't eligible due to age. It 
was after this that she filed a complaint with the Attorney 
General's office saying she was discriminated against." 

Ms. Parker denied that her complaint was done in 
retaliation. 

"As far as the Senior Abatement Work-Off Program, 
there's nothing in the rules about not putting in an appli- 
cation before you turn 60," she said. "Because my sched- 
ule was too busy, I decided to get it in early ... but Mr. 
LaCamera sent the application back saying 'you're not 60 
yet.' But I turned 60 in October." 

Similarly, when both the Board of Selectmen and Mr. 
LaCamera denied Ms. Parker's request to attend a Town 
Clerks' /Treasurers' Conference in New Orleans last fall, 
she responded by accusing Mr. LaCamera of an ethics vio- 
lation in accepting a trip to Washington, DC — paid for 
by SEMASS — to discuss recycling and refuse issues for 
the town. His trip was approved by Town Counsel and, 
unlike Ms. Parker's request for $2,000 in travel expenses, 
didn't come out of town coffers.

"When he went to Washington for SEMASS, we were 
always told that if a private entity picked up the expenses 
it was a no-no/' Ms. Parker said. "I contacted State Ethics 
and they said the Board of Selectmen was aware of what 
he was doing, so I left it at that.'' 

The third and final straw came back in October when 
Ms. Parker alleged Mr. LaCamera was fraudulently ap- 
proving payroll sheets for Town Hall employees who 
were working half-days on Fridays during the summer 
but were being paid for a full day. 

"When an employee gives me a timesheet and asks 
me to sign it under the pains and penalty of perjury, I 
have a problem with that," Ms. Parker said. "So appar- 
ently, they were all given the time off during the month of 
July and I had concerns about that." 

But this longtime practice was approved and sanc- 
tioned by the Board of Selectmen, and the employees in 
question all made up the half -day with vacation and/ or 
personal time. 

"Those half-days were approved by the board," Mr. 
LaCamera said. "I don't mind someone filing an ethics 
complaint against me, but they are supposed to be kept 
confidential. She gave each newspaper a copy of the al- 
leged violation. That disturbed me that someone would 
do something like that to an employee of the town. I 
sat down and talked with Naida and told her it was the 
wrong approach." 

But the bad blood didn't end there. 

In recent interviews with the media, Ms. Parker has 
openly touted the fact that she's filed complaints against 
Mr. LaCamera, all while not disclosing the fact that both 
State Ethics Commission violations were never investigat- 
ed and subsequently dismissed. In separate letters dated 
September 4 and October 22, investigators from the State 
Ethics Commission informed Mr. LaCamera: "Relying on

what you told us, we are satisfied that this matter does 
not require any further action on our part/' 

"When (two reporters) asked me what the letters 
said, I told them they had referred it back to the Board of 
Selectmen,'' Ms. Parker said. 

While the Attorney General's office has not respond- 
ed in writing, Mr. LaCamera has since been informed they 
also didn't intend to pursue the matter further. 

"She received the same letters from the State Ethics 
Commission and they never did an investigation, because 
they never had to do an investigation," Mr. LaCamera 
said. "I chose not to say anything publicly at the time, but 
it was obvious that this was a personal attack against me. 
I served the Town of Lakeville for 25 years and never had 
an ethics violation brought against me in all that time. 
She's filed three in three months and it's obviously per- 
sonal." 

After voicing his concerns to the Board of Selectmen 
Monday night, the town officials expressed their disap- 
pointment over this ongoing feud. 

"She was accusing Mr. LaCamera of fraud, and that's 
a serious allegation," Selectman Dan McGaffey said. "I 
think it was appropriate to clarify these issues which have 
been bubbling under the surface for some time." 

"State Ethics would have a duty to inform the At- 
torney General if they discovered any wrongdoing," 
Selectmen Chairman Richard Nunes added. "This is such 
a small Town Hall, it's not worth expending that much

196 Perry Hill Road, Acushnet 508 995-1555 



energy trying to discredit people. It's too bad/' 

But Ms. Parker finds the timing of Mr. LaCamera's 

decision to comment publicly on the matter interesting. 
"Do I feel that his complaints have something to do 

with the fact that Fm running for Selectman?" she asked. 

"It's very possible." 

"I will always do what's right," Mr. LaCamera said. 

"I will never compromise what needs to be done. I'm 

extremely disappointed that a town official would do 

something like that to me." 

Donut Dilemma 

Marion Planning Board Divided Over Dunkin'

Members of the Marion Planning Board are apparent- 
ly divided over whether the latest plan for the proposed 
Dunkin' Donuts retail establishment on Wareham Street 
needs to undergo a complete review and public hearing 
process again. 

During a pre-submission conference held during their 
January 20 meeting. Jack O'Leary of Merrill Associates 
presented the latest revised plan for the 2,400-square-foot 
building on the site of the former L'Auberge Restaurant 
on Route 6. They plan to demolish the existing structure 
and construct the new building some 29 feet back from 
the road, with additional parking and landscaping along 
the frontage. Since previous elements of the plan were 
previously approved by the Planning Board, however, 
Mr. O'Leary said they are seeking review waivers for the 
drive-through window, the 50-foot setback requirement, 
and a detailed traffic study. 

Planning Board members Jay Ryder, Patricia McArdle 
and Steve Gonsalves were all of the opinion that subject- 
ing the applicant to another round of hearings and traffic 
study was unnecessary.

"I think if we open this up to yet another public 
hearing, we are going to get people who love to listen to 
themselves talk and they are going to repeat what they've 
said in the past/' Mr. Ryder said. "Fm not sure we need 
to provide that forum for them — we've already been 
through it in the past." 

"I think the public has made their opinion known/' 
Ms. McArdle agreed. 

But Tom Magauran and Jay Crowley were against cir- 
cumventing the Planning Board's normal review process, 
which included public input. 

'T think not to have a public hearing on an issue 
of this magnitude is going to set a bad precedent," Mr. 
Magauran said. "I think it's unfair to characterize what

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people are going to say before they say it. This is a new 
plan/' 

"Whether we have a public hearing or not, we are 
still going to take comments from the public as we always 
do," Planning Board member Peter Winters said. 

"It's always safer to default to a public hearing, 
especially in a settlement plan," Town Counsel Jon Wit- 
ten added. "But it is your decision, there's no statutory 
requirement to have one." 

Mr. Ryder wanted to know if they could limit the 
comments made during a public hearing. 

Chairman Joseph Napoli said that would fall under 
his purview as chairman. 

As for the traffic study, Mr. Winters motioned to 
waive a new study and allow them to use the previous 
data collected in 2006, subject to any additional informa- 
tion that may be required from their traffic engineer. 

"When we go into the realm of the traffic engineer- 
ing review and the architectural and landscaping review, 
we're a little reluctant to have that done," Mr. O'Leary 
said. "In the case of the traffic, the site is half the size it 
was ... so clearly there's less impact than the previous 
proposal. The traffic review has been very subjective. 
We'd like to get this done as quickly as possible and we'd 
request your consideration in this." 

"The reason the previous project failed in 2006 was 
because of traffic and safety concerns," Mr. Magauran 
countered. "Obviously we're talking about pedestrian 
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for Valentine's Day !

and vehicular traffic. But my feeling is to waive the traffic 
study completely would be irresponsible/' 

"We want to address all the legitimate issues, but as 
far as traffic is concerned it's very subjective and it does 
open a can of worms/' said the applicants' attorney, Mark 
J. Coltin. "]viSi common sense dictates how much bet- 
ter this plan is. We're really asking that you confine the 
review to only those issues that matter." 

"At some point you've got to use common sense," 
Ms. McArdle agreed. "We've had the traffic study done. 
This isn't a new concept — it's not like a Dunkin' Donuts 
hasn't gone in anywhere before. I just think it's a waste of 
time." 

"I agree," Mr. Gonsalves said. 

Yet a majority of the Planning Board voted to have 
their engineer review the existing traffic data and also the 
newly-located curb cut to the proposed Dunkin' Donuts 
site. 

"This will give the board members a certain peace of 
mind," Chairman Napoli said. 

But the applicants' other attorney, Leo T. Scarry, said 
this didn't give his client any "peace of mind." 

"The last time we went through a traffic study, it 
went on and on and on," Mr. Scarry said. "I merely 
suggest to this board that you're treading on dangerous 
ground when you submit this to a traffic study or archi- 
tectural review. Please don't let this thing break down." 

"It will not break down, Mr. Scarry," Chairman Na-

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poli said. "We're just trying to do our job as we see it/' 
Mr. Magauran also questioned why an application 
for a special permit for the setback requirement wasn't 
included in the filing. 

Town Counsel Jon Witten explained the special per- 
mit was assumed under the settlement agreement reached 
between the Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) and the ap- 
plicant. 

'Tt extends to the ZBA in this case because the ZBA 
agreed to a settlement . . . which included a setback that 
the ZBA didn't require," Mr. Witten said. 

"This board in 2007 actually granted a special per- 
mit for the setback," Mr. Coltin added. ''They actually 
approved a more stringent setback than what's being 
proposed here." 

The Planning Board will next meet on Monday, Feb- 
ruary 2 at 7:15 pm and have slated a Public Hearing on 
the Dunkin' Donuts project for Tuesday, February 17 at 
5:00 pm.

people who may not even speak the same language to still 
create a community. While many believe that the study 
and appreciation of music may soon be extinct, Ms. Aren- 
berg feels that it is still in fact essential for young people 
to learn. 

Moving beyond music and the ways in which it can 
help tie a community together, Ms. Arenberg spoke about 
the power of voting in a close election. She said, "A lot of 
people don't understand that their vote counts." While 
some people assume that since so many others are already 
voting, their tiny effort won't have an impact, Ms. Aren- 
berg argued that every single vote counts. She believes 
that not only should people be in the habit of voting every 
four years, they should adopt healthy habits that aid their 



communities every single day. Certain small efforts, such 
as slowing down for pedestrians and ambulances, pick- 
ing up trash up off the beach, making music with your 
neighbors, these are the things that matter. This is how we 
begin to be active participants in our community; by mak- 
ing these contributions habits. 

While it is all well and good for us as adults to begin 
being active community members, it is even more impor- 
tant that we teach these skills to our children. "Kids need 
to be thinking about these issues all the time," said Ms. 
Arenberg. The younger we start the better. 

There was a question raised at the meeting about the 
current public school system and whether or not it is ad- 
dressing the needs of the younger generation.

consensus was not really. Public schools don't seem to 
provide the sense of community involvement they used 
to. It seems that the focus has turned away from music, 
physical education, arts and community and been re- 
placed with standardized lessons and tests. 

Ms. Arenberg spoke about the "therapeutic benefits 
of getting your hands dirty" in a school project, and 
brought up a particular school which started a communi- 
ty organic garden and donated the proceeds. She said we 
don't see enough of this type of action in public schools. 
Private schools seem to have this better figured out with 
their smaller numbers and better resources, but realisti- 
cally, we all need to build some solutions for the public 
schools. In order to get the ball rolling, there need to be 
more meetings, parental involvement and community ac- 
tion. 

As Saturday mornings go, this was a very educational 
and enlightening one. The discussions continued right 
out the door as people tossed around ideas and planned 
get-togethers with one another to continue the theme of 
keeping the community involved.

Route 6. About 20 people came out to participate in the 
ancient game that is pronounced "koob" and may or may 
not have ties dating back to the time of the Vikings. 

"We first saw it played over in Scandinavia, in 
Southern Sweden, about 20 years ago'' said Gary Johnson, 
President of the Mattapoisett Land Trust. 'Tt is a game 
that is rumored to have ties to the Vikings and has been 
popular for the last 30 or 40 years on the Island of Gotland 
and in the southern part of Sweden.

Mr. Johnson said that the version of the game that 
was being played at Dunseith Gardens was a simplified 
version meant to appeal to people of all ages.

According to Johnson, "You can adjust the game 
to however you want to according to the nature of the 
competition, in fact they have big tournaments including 
a world championship held each year so there are actu- 
ally people who take the game very seriously.

DOGS AND PICKUP TRUCKS 

My dog loves to ride in the cargo area of our pickup truck. 
He is a big dog with a heavy coat. My question is how cold is 
too cold to let him travel in the hack? 
I fear that you may be worried about garter snakes in 
a rattle snake pit. Hundreds of dogs die annually from 
jumps from pickup truck cargo beds. Dogs see another 
dog and want to play, they lean over the edge too far 
or are thrown out during an emergency avoidance ma- 
neuver or accident. Fractured legs are also common. 

If you must keep the dog in the cargo bed con- 
sider a cap. It will provide safety from jumping as well 
as windchill. 

The temperature that can be tolerated by any 
specific dog varies massively and depends to a large 
degree on acclimation. A dog that is kept outdoors in a 
dog house will be able to stand much colder conditions 
for longer than a housepet.

Chairman Richard Nunes. Also present were Selectman 
Dan McGaffey, Town Administrator Richard LaCamera, 
and Administrative Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. Select- 
man Bradford Morse was not present for the meeting. 

The board first met in Executive Session to discuss a 
grievance with a member of the police department at 6:30 
pm. 

Upon returning to Open Session at 7:16 pm, the board 
first approved the minutes of the January 5 meeting, then 
signed and approved the running of the Multiple Sclero- 
sis (MS) Bike Ride to be held in town on June 27 and 28, 
noting the event had previously been approved by both 
the Fire and Police Chiefs. The board also approved a 
Class II license renewal for Charles Nunes, having noted 
completion of an inspection of the property. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. LaCam- 
era said they have received several applications for the 
Building Inspector's position. James Buckles, who has 
been serving as the Assistant Building Inspector in the 
interim, has agreed to stay on part-time. Due to financial 
constraints, the board agreed to notify the applicants and 
advise them they will not be filling the position at the 
present time. 

Mr. LaCamera also wished to correct a statement he 
made at the last meeting regarding the town's recycling 
volume. He had mentioned that Rochester recycles about 
35 percent of their refuse when, in fact, it is only about 20

percent. 'That's not the way DEP determines recycling 
percentage so the town is at 20 percent, not 35 percent/' 
he said. 

Town Clerk Naida Parker has finally agreed to a date 
and time to meet with Town Counsel, Police Chief Paul 
Magee and members of the Board of Selectmen to discuss 
the dog licensing issues in town. The meeting will take 
place on Thursday, January 29 at 4:00 pm at the Rochester 
Town Hall. 

Mr. LaCamera next noted they have put out a Re- 
quest for Proposals (RFP) for a design for the Memo- 
rial School building and expansion project. They have 
received about 30 proposals thus far and they expect to 
select a finalist and have a design ready in time for the 
Annual Town Meeting in June. 

Mr. LaCamera said they are also meeting with public 
safety officials from Mattapoisett and Marion on January 
29 to discuss the potential for a regional dispatch opera- 
tion. "Nobody is saying it's something we're definitely 
going to do, but if we do we will be eligible for state and 
federal funding," he said. 

After praising the Rochester Highway Department's 
efforts so far this winter, Mr. LaCamera noted they have a 
deficit in the snow/ice removal account of about $15,000 
and they need to approve deficit spending in that account 
given another pending snow storm this week. The board 
unanimously approved additional spending for ice/ snow 
removal as needed.

A federal census is now taking place in Rochester and 
Mr. LaCamera noted that the board previously appointed 
Town Clerk Naida Parker to be the coordinator for the 
census and she does not want to do so. As such, they 
unanimously voted to appoint Mr. LaCamera to serve as 
census coordinator. 

Having attended a meeting of the Massachusetts 
Municipal Association (MMA) with Governor Deval 
Patrick last week, Mr. LaCamera discussed planned cuts 
in lottery aid to the town. Based on information provided 
to date, Rochester can expect a 9.7 percent cut in lottery 
aid for the current fiscal year (FY 2009). That translates to 
about $52,000. "WeTl have to make some budget cuts, but 
it won't effect staff or services,'' he said. 

In addition, he's anticipating another $125,000 to 
$150,000 reduction in lottery aid for FY 2010. "We don't 
know the full numbers at this point," he said. "But I'll 
have preliminary budgets for the board next week so you 
can get a feel for where we are." 

Under correspondence, the board received payment 
from SEMASS in lieu of taxes in the amount of $322,952 
for the month of December. 

They also received annual donations from the Annie 
Maxim House, Inc. to be used for the following town de- 
partments: police department ($1,000); ambulance ($500); 
fire department ($500); highway department ($250); 
Council on Aging ($250); and communications center 
($250). 

The board received a letter of resignation from Lena 
Bourque, who is stepping down from the Plumb Memo- 
rial Library Board of Trustees. The board accepted Ms. 
Bourque's resignation with regret. As such, the Library 
Board of Trustees is seeking people to fill the vacancy.

The board next granted permission for Paul Lund 
to gain temporary access across town-owned land to his 
Perry's Campground site. 

The board also noted receipt of a grant from the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) in the 
amount of $261,250 to purchase a new fire engine for 
the Fire Department. The town will still have to kick in 
a small portion of the projected cost and Fire Chief Scott 
Ashworth is looking into different models and prices. 

The board received notification from the Massa- 
chusetts Interlocal Insurance Agency (MIIA) that due to 
Rochester's favorable loss history, they will be getting a 
five percent rate decrease for FY 2010 and that rate will 
also be locked in for FY 2011. 

Under the Federal Economic Stimulus Recovery Bill, 
local towns have been asked to submit potential "shovel- 
ready'' projects for funding consideration. These projects 
have to be ready to begin within 180 days. As such, Mr. 
LaCamera has suggested the following projects totalling 
$5.5 million be presented for possible funding: Town 
Hall Addition/Renovation ($900,000); Library Addition 
($600,000); Gas Line Extension ($300,000); Walnut Plain 
Road ($1,600,000); Fuel Tank Replacement ($125,000); 
Salt Shed ($325,000); Neck Road ($162,000); County Road 
($676,000); and Braley Hill Road ($1,200,000). 

The board also approved the Senior Work-Off Abate- 
ment Program for FY 2010, allowing eligible seniors in

Tax 
evaluations have risen to unreasonable rates forcing many fami- 
lies and landowners to ponder the selling of their homes and 
properties. 

If Mattapoisett were not fiscally sound, adjustments and 
increases would be necessary, however we are fortunate to be 
financially stable at this time. 

Individuals however do not have such security. As we 
know layoffs have already affected our community. Many se- 
niors hold onto their homes and property for security, however 
their fixed incomes will not bare the burden of these increases in 
valuation and the associated taxes. Unfortunately, this economy 
has resulted in an increasing number of taxpayers having less 
money coming into the home while living expenses continue to 
rise.

Frost/Nixon . Starring Frank Langella and Michael Sheen. Directed 
by Ron Howard. Running time: 122 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Though Olbermann/Bush sounds to me like a much more fun movie, 
Frost/Nixon works just as well as an allegory. It seems impossible that 
we'll one day see a televised mea culpa from the defensive, unreflective 
Bush, yet viewers in 1977 saw one — or close to it, anyway — from 
the disgraced Richard M. Nixon, three years after he resigned. Based on 
Peter Morgan's play, Frost/Nixon says as much about media manipula- 
tion as about the war of wills between Nixon (Frank Langella) and his 
TV interlocutor, David Frost (Michael Sheen). The slightly foppish, 
womanizing British talk- show host took on the gruff, shrewd trickster- 
god of American politics, bringing a butter knife to a gunfight before 
he figured out he'd better upgrade. 

Fluidly if unimaginatively directed by Ron Howard, the movie 
spends a lot of time on the preparations for the 28-hour series of in- 
terviews. Frost, who has roughly as much credibility as Merv Griffin, 
has the devil's own time trying to get funding and advertisers for the 
four-program event. He's pressured by advisors James Reston Jr. (Sam 
Rockwell) and Bob Zelnick (Oliver Piatt) to go for the throat, to bag 
the great elephant and extract the confession and apology Nixon was 
never required to deliver in court. Nixon, for his part, is tired of speaking 
at Republican dinners and hauling out banal anecdotes; his own loyal 
advisor. Jack Brennan (Kevin Bacon), wants the old man to stay strong 
and monopolize the process. At times we could be watching the run-up 
to an instantly legendary boxing match at Madison Square Garden. 

Frost's current arm candy Caroline Gushing (Rebecca Hall) is 
shuffled into the deck to pretty up the proceedings, which is appreciated, 
I guess. Otherwise, Frost/Nixon is a masculine affair — in every sense 
of the word, complete with a drunken late-night call from Nixon to the 
befuddled Frost. The men are pretty much polar opposites, regarding one 
another warily across generational and cultural barbed- wire fences. Frost 
seems more or less apolitical, though — he doesn't share his advisors' 




hatred for Nixon, doesn't take his offenses personally. To Frost, this is 
simply the television coup of a lifetime — as long as he can transcend 
his cocktail-chat instincts and rise to the historical occasion. 

As opposed to Doubt, which used none of the original stage cast, 
Frost/Nixon imports Frank Langella and Michael Sheen from their 
well-honed roles on the boards. Sheen, also currently in theaters as a 
werewolf in Underworld: Rise of the Lycans (talk about range), has gotten 
ignored by all the awards ceremonies, though his Frost, a trickier part, 
is an integral half of this contest. Optimistic and genial by nature. Frost 
must develop a sense of outrage, and Sheen walks a fine line between 
engaging politesse and political engagement. Langella, of course, war- 
rants the attention paid; his Nixon is a wounded bear, snorfling heavily 
over affronts real and imagined, aware that he must drain some of his 
poison by coming clean but unsure how. Langella rumbles and rants 
fearsomely, though his best moments are his quietest and least calibrated 
for the theater's back row. 

What difference did it make whether Nixon owned up to his crimes? 
Or whether Frost, rather than, say, Mike Wallace, was the one to get 
it on tape? Well, the former was increasingly important to Nixon, the 
latter decreasingly important to Frost. The two men co-created a space 
wherein Nixon could say, with considerable regret, that he had let his 
country down. Frost/Nixon is not only about a journalistic scoop; it's 
an account of one of those rare acts of personal and political synergy, 
in which the men came to their respective chairs with different agendas 
and wound up getting their wishes, one way or the other.
